Some of the 
trtrs have already arrived and are be- 
ing held in storage awaiting the ar- 
rival of University of Illinois forestry 
expert, Prof. J. E. Davis, on April 17. 
Students to Aid 
The vocational agriculture students 
at the high school, under the direction 
of Mr. Kutil, will set out the trees. 

H. C. Gilkcrson, Lake county exten- 
sion agent, is co-operatnig with state 
and state university departments, and 
with the local land-owners concerned, 
in promoting the project. 

The Future Farmers chapter of 
Antioch High school is also sponsor- 
ing it. 

A blue-print supplied by the state 
forestry dcparlmcnt, showing the lo- 
cation of the proposed plantings, is on 
view in the window .of Uic Antioch 
News office.

Silas Nichols, a G. A. R. veteran and 
close friend of Mr. Hamlin, gave a 
short flag service as a part of the rites 
held at the Hamlin home m Lake 
Villa at 2 o'clock. An impressive 
patriotic service was conducted by the 
Woman's Relief corps of Waukegan. 
The Rev. Ira D. Allen was the onTiciat- 

ing clergyman. . . . , • 

Members of the i\nicrican Legion 
and the Relief corps marched after- 
ward to Angola cemetery, where the 
firing squad of the Antioch Legion 
fired a salute and the Antioch bugler 
blew "taps." Members of the hox 
Lake Legion post acted as pallbearers. 
Born in New York State 
Benjamin Hamlin was born in Cat- 
taragus Coun<y, State of New York 
on March 10, 1848. 

At the age of three he came to Illi- 
nois hy boat with his parents, who 
settled in the northern part of. the 
state. The Civil War broke out when 
iic was thirteen. Three of his broth- 
ers and three cousins enlisted, and this 
young patriot tried to enlist also, but 
was refused because of his youth. 
However, on the ninth day of March 
(one tlay before his seventeenth birth- 
day) he enlisted as a private in Com- 
pany H I5f)th regiment of IlHnois Vol- UO.

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Opinion vs. an Experiment 

An U-man Senate committee begins study this week 
of one of the administration's "noble experiments." t 
The Senators will hear, during their study, just what 
the public tiiinks of the experiment And from all indi- 
cations, the public doesn't tliink much of it. 

The experiment in question is the National Labor 
Relations Act, which, for more than .three years, has ' 
been the monkey wrench in the wheels of industrial 
peace. It has been condemned by labor, management 
and the public alike. Its only defender has been the 
administration and a minority group of labor. 

What the Senate Committee will have under consid- 
eration are several proposals to amend the Act. The 
proposals have been Ij^ng around Congress for many 
months, but pressure from the Act's defenders have kept 
the question closed to consideration. 

Now it has been brought out into the open by start 
of public hearings on the amendments by the Senate 
committee. 

Everyone — or almost everyone — hopes the hearings 
will result in correction of this poorly drafted device of 
business-labor regulation at this session of Congress. 

But whatever hopes may have been raised by start 
of hearings, they are not helped by the apparent attitude 
of some Federal officials who still think the Act should 
be left alone. These officials have expressed this con- 
trary attitude by leaving labor act amendments off the 
"must" list of legislation for tliis session. 

In the face of almost unanimous labor, management 
and public demand for correction of the labor law, the 
blocking of amendment by these Federal officials is 
tantamount to saying: "the public be damned." 



The Club in the Closet 

Included among the almost innumerable provisiona 
of the original AAA was an item giving the President 
of the United States power to Issue $3,000,000,000 in 
"printing press money.*' In other words, the Chief 
Executive has authority to inflate the nation's money 
structure by simply ordering the government printing 
presses to start turning out more greenbacks. 

Now the Congress is beginning to realize this is too 
broad a power to be left lying around Washington and 
wants to strip the President of this, authority. The 
President refers to tliis as his "club in the closet" The 
Senate has called it a club that could be used to club 
economy to death. 

Certainly this "emergency power" should be with- 
drawn. It is one cause (among many) for business un- 
easiness and economic insecurity for the nation. 

It has been a long time since America burned its 
fingers on irredeemable greenbacks. The fiat money of 
the Civil War days is a good reminder, however. And 
so is the experience of the German people with its print- 
* ing press money tliat followed the war. Remember? 
It took a bushel basket of marks to buy a loaf of bread.

Army Completes Test of New Drill Routine 
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AS YEARS AGO 

March 23, 1891
